PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, conducting fair and impartial elections is one of the most important functions of 
government to insure confidence in the democratic process; and 

WHEREAS, the challenges of conducting modem elections have increased in recent years, entailing use 
of complex technologies and administration of new procedures such as provisional voting to comply with 
federal law; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook will be undertaking a transition away from punchcards in March 2006, 
and adopting two new voting systems employing touchscreen and optical scan ballots to comply with the 
Help America Vote Act; and 
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WHEREAS, the County of Cook often faces shortages of election workers with technological skills on 
Election Day; and 

WHEREAS, recruiting reliable Precinct Assistants who can devote Election Day to assisting judges in 
technical trouble-shooting and setting up equipment is essential to the integrity of the electoral process; 
and 

WHEREAS, other jurisdictions including Dade County, Florida, Los Angeles County, California, and 
Alameda County, California have sought to strengthen the electoral process by recruiting and assigning 
thousands of non-election County employees to assist on Election Day; and 

WHEREAS, such temporary assignments have had a favorable impact on the election process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT: 

(1) the County of Cook, in conjunction with the Cook County Clerk’s Office, will undertake 
a pilot program to recruit, train and assign 100 employees of Cook County from selected offices of 
County officials to serve as Precinct Assistants on Election Day in suburban Cook County. The pilot 
program will be in effect for the elections on March 21 and November 7, 2006. 

(2) Cook County employees who choose to participate in the pilot program will be excused 
from their regular work assignment with the permission of the chief executive of their department, agency 
or bureau to attend a mandatory two hour training workshop. On Election Day these previously trained 
county employees will be excused from their regular work assignment with the permission of the chief 
executive of their department, agency or bureau to assist with Election Day activities in suburban Cook 
County. They will serve as Precinct Assistants to ensure that all polling places are operated efficiently and 
accurately. These employees will receive a one-time stipend, the amount depending on specific work 
assignments, in addition to their normal day’s pay. 

(3) The Cook County Clerk’s Office and the President’s Office will implement this pilot 
program.

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6(a); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule power, the County of Cook may exercise any power and perform 
any function relating to its government affairs protecting the health, safety and welfare of its citizens; and

WHEREAS, Cook County ordinances and resolutions have not been amended or updated to reflect the 
change of name from the Arthur J. Audy Home for Children to the Cook County Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center as set forth in Cook County Code 1980, § 21-1, et seq.; Resolutions of 11-2-1949 and 
5-16-1960; and 

WHEREAS, improved operations and conditions are necessary at the Juvenile Temporary Detention 
Center. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook, Illinois, 
as follows: 

The Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County, Section 21-1 et seq., entitled “Arthur J. Audy Home for 
Children” be amended as follows: 

Sect i on 21.1 - Int a l te d e partm e nt —a-p ar - t - of Audy Hom e 

That th e Intak e D e partm e nl - b e com e- mt e grot e d as a port of th e Arthur J. Audy Hom e for Childr e n an d 
includ e d i n th e budg e t of th e Arthur J. Audy Hom e for Childr e n. 

Section 21 2. 

Section 1. Superintendent of hom e responsible for In t ak e D e partm e nt Center 

That the positions of Suncrinlendenl and Assistant Superintendents of Ihe Juvenile Temporai-y Detention 
Center fCenterl be appointed by the Cook County Board President with the advice and consent of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners . 

That the Superintendent of the Arthur J. Audy Hom e for Childr e n Juvenile Temporary Detention Center 
be made directly responsible to the Board of Commissioners of Cook County for the supervision of the 
int ak e D e partm e nt Center . 

That the Sunerintendent provide reports detailinu the status of intake, care, education and healthcare of 
the residents of the Center to the Board of Commissioners on a monthly basis. 

S e ction 21.3 . 

Section 2. Transportation account 

That the Deputy Comptroller be and he is hereby authorized and directed to transfer the sum of $1,000.00 
from the Imprest Isicl Fund to the Superintendent of the Audy Hom e Center for the purpose of providing 
funds for the transportation of runaway children to their homes. This sum of $1,000.00 shall be deposited 
in a special account to be known as " Ar t hur J. Audy Hom e Juvenile Temtjorarv Detention Center - 
Transportation Account." Checks for the payment of necessary transportation of runaway children shall 
be drawn against this account and shall be signed by the Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent and 
one other employee in a fiduciary capacity, to be selected by the Superintendent; provided, however, that 
all checks so issued shall be signed by at least two of the three persons authorized to sign. 

That the Transportation Account shall be reimbursed from time to time by requisition against Account 
Number 32 210 440-237 to compensate for checks issued or by deposits of money received from the 
parents of the runaway child as reimbursement for the expenses incurred in the return of the child. 

S e ction 21. 4 . 

Section 3, Audit of transportation account 

That the Transportation Account shall be audited at the close of each fiscal year by the County Auditor 
and a report filed with the Board of Commissioners. 
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Se ction 21 5. 

Section 4 . Recreational account 

{a} That the Superintendent of the Arthur J: Audy Hom e Juvenile Temporary Detention 
Center is hereby authorized to receive the aforementioned donations and to deposit them in a bank or 
depository in a special fund to be known as " Arthur J. Audy Home for Children Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center - Recreational Account." 

(bJ That the Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent and one other employee in a fiduciary 
capacity, to be selected by the Superintendent, shall be authorized to sign checks drawn on the 
aforementioned "Recreational Account" for the payment of recreational facilities; provided, however, that 
all checks so drawn shall be signed by at least two of the three persons so authorized to sign. 

S e ction 21.6 . 

Section 5 . Audit of recreational account 

That the Recreational Account shall be audited at the close of each fiscal year by the County Auditor and 
a report filed with the Board of Commissioners. 

Section 6. Effective Date 

This Amendment shall become effective upon its passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONTRACTING AND PURCHASING 
ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY, CHAPTER 10 

WHEREAS, the Purchasing Agent of Cook County is charged with the responsibility of soliciting bids 
and entering into contracts for commodities and services as specified by all Cook County agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent strives to serve the citizens of the County 
of Cook through the use of sound, prudent, and consistent procurement practices for those departments 
and agencies which report to the President and Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent is committed to fulfilling the needs of 
Cook County agencies in an environment in which vendors receive fair and impartial treatment in doing 
business with Cook County; and 
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WHEREAS, the office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent, in addition to other bureaus, departments, 
and agencies of Cook County, may determine that contracts for certain commodities and services are 
appropriate for procurement under terms outlined in the issuance of a Request for Proposal, commonly 
referred to as an “RFP”; and 

WHEREAS, the technical and detailed nature of the process for development of an effective RFP may in 
certain cases require assistance, advice, or oversight from professional consultants who are compensated 
accordingly for their work product; and 

WHEREAS, in such cases, a conflict of interest may exist in the event that a professional consultant, 
acting as either an individual or business entity and party to a contractual relationship with Cook County, 
under terms providing for services related to the preparation of an RFP, subsequently seeks to be awarded 
additional business with Cook County in the performance of duties or provision of goods and/or services 
as described in the RFP; and 

WHEREAS, among purchasing professionals in both the private and public sectors, commonly known 
best practices in the industry are specifically designed to prevent such conflicts of interest when the 
purchaser is acquiring goods and services under the aegis of an RFP process; now, therefore 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County that the Board does hereby amend 
Section 19 of Chapter 10 (Contracting and Purchasing) of the Cook County Purchasing Act to 
incorporate these industry best practices, and to prohibit the awarding of contracts for goods and/or 
services to any individual or business entity under the terms of a Request For Proposal, when said 
individual or business entity was directly and substantially involved in drafting, writing, researching or 
preparing the RFP and any ancillary documents related to same, to wit: 

Section 1. Section 19 of Chapter 10 is hereby amended to add the following: 

Award of Contracts Not Adaptable to Competitive Bidding 

10-19. Contracts which by their nature are not adapted to award by competitive biddings, such as 
contracts for the services of individuals possessing a high degree of professional skill where the ability or 
fitness of the individual plays an important part, contracts for printing of Finance Committee pamphlets, 
Comptroller’s estimates, and departmental reports, contracts for the printing or engraving of bonds, tax 
warrants, and other evidence of indebtedness, contracts for utility services such as heat, light, water, 
telephone, or telegraph, and contracts for the purchase of books, magazines, periodicals, and other similar 
articles of an educational or instructional nature, and the binding of such books, magazines, periodicals, 
pamphlets, reports, or similar articles shall not be subject to the competitive bidding requirements of this 
ordinance. The Purchasing Agent is expressly authorized to procure from any Federal, State, or local 
government unit or agency thereof such surplus materials, supplies, commodities, or equipment as may be 
made available through the operation of any legislation heretofore or hereinafter enacted without 
conforming to the competitive bidding requirements of this ordinance. Regular employment contracts in 
the County service, whether with respect to the classified services or otherwise, shall not be subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance, nor shall this ordinance be applicable to the granting or issuance pursuant to 
powers conferred by laws, ordinances, or resolutions, or franchises, licenses, permits, or other 
authorizations by the County Board, or by departments, offices, institutions, boards, commissions, 
agencies, or other instrumentalities of the County, nor to contracts or transactions, other than the sale or 
lease of personal property pursuant to which the County is the recipient of money. (Ord. adopted Feb 20, 
1973, amend. Oct. 20, 1975, p. 5471; July 7, 1980, p.6078) 
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In addition to the Kpecific exemptions from the coinpctitivc bidding process contained in Section 10-19, 
there are certain contracts which may be more advantageously or practicably procured throuEh the 
development and issuance of a request for proposal, commonly referred to as an “RFP”. The development 
of an effective REP pursuant to Chapter 10. or the development of competitive bid dociimenis pursuant to 
the provisions oT Section 10-18. mav in some cases involve the retention of professional consultants who 
are compensated for their work product. In such cases, a conflict of interest mav arise in the event said 
nrofessional consultant, acting either as an individual or as part of the same or another business entity, 
subsequently narticioates in the preparation of a proposal or bid which is submitted in response to the 
competitive bid or RFP at issue. 

Tliese professional consultants shall be prohibited from participating in the preparation of a proposal or 
bid which is submitted in response to the RFP or bid documents where the professional consultant 
participated in the development of the RFP or bid documents. 

The Purchasing Agent shall have the authority to adopt procedures and promulgate mles with respect to 
this section. 


Section 2. This amendment to Chapter 10 of the Ordinances of Cook County is immediately effective 
upon becoming law. 


Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered. The motion carried unanimously.

WHEREAS, the war in Iraq began on March 19, 2003 with Operation Iraqi Freedom and the deployment 
of more than 300,000 coalition troops with more than 250,000 of them from the U.S.; and 

WHEREAS, since the beginning of the war in Iraq more than 2,000 U.S. soldiers have lost their life and 
thousands more have been wounded in action; and

while waiting for news of their loved ones; and

active duty are eligible to defer the payment of real estate taxes due in the period between start of active 
duty and 180 days after release from active duty, for property occupied for dwelling, professional, 
business or agricultural purposes by a service member or the service member’s dependents. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request from the office of the Cook County Assessor and the office of the Cook County Clerk to 
conduct a study on the financial impact of extending a property tax exemption of real estate taxes, 
collected for Cook County Government, to soldiers in active duty who are owners of real estate in Cook 
County, and applied to property occupied for dwelling purposes by a service member or the service 
member’s dependents.

Your Committee on Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County met pursuant to notice on Tuesday, November 29, 2005 at the hour of 1:00 P.M. in the Board 
Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the purpose of this meeting is to provide the Cook County lobbyists with 
an opportunity to provide a recap of the past year, and to share any issues that they anticipate will arise 
during the coming year. 

Chairman Suffredin requested that the following two booklets be entered into the record: “County 
Lobbyists’ Reports on the 2005 Regular and Veto Session in the Illinois General Assembly” and “End-of- 
Session Report to the Cook County Board and President on the 94th General Assembly 2005 Regular 
Session .” (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk). 

Chairman Suffredin introduced Timothy Casey, Coordinator of Intergovernmental Affairs, Office of the 
President, to present an overview of this year’s Illinois House and Senate legislative session. 

At Chairman Suffredin’s request, Mr. Casey highlighted the following budget funds which the State 
allocated to the County: $7.5 for Medicaid, $1 million to the Boot Camp, various public health grants, 
and numerous grants under the Illinois Criminal Justice Information Authority for public safety programs. 

Chairman Suffredin noted that, beginning on page 21 of the “End-of-Session Report to the Cook County 
Board and President on the 94th General Assembly 2005 Regular Session. ” there is a summary of all of 
the line-item grants. 

Mr. Casey noted the passage of Senate Bill 1509 regarding the obligation of the State to reimburse the 
County for half of the cost to house parole violators. (See pg. 14 of “End-of-Session Report to the Cook 
County Board and President on the 94th General Assembly 2005 Regular Session .”! He further noted 
that numerous counties were organized to submit a memo requesting to override the amendatory veto of 
Senate Bill 1509, and that this method could prove useful again on other issues. 

Steve Morrill, Lobbyist for Cook County Board of Commissioners, stated that no bills that the County 
opposed passed. He provided an overview of the bills that the County supported that passed. These 
include the following: HB 115, HB 2462, HB 3066, SB 75, SB 1443, SB 1444, SB 1509, SB 2053. 
(These bills are detailed in the submitted, “End-of-Session Report to the Cook County Board and 
President on the 94th General Assembly 2005 Regular Session .”! 

Chainnan Suffredin noted that these bills become effective on January 1, 2006, and that the process of 
enacting them has begun. 

Commissioner Daley stated that, from conversations he has had with Thomas Glaser, Chief Financial 
Officer, his understanding is that the $8 million associated with SB 1444 will be the result of a shifting of 
funds. Chairman Suffredin replied that the $8 million will be new revenue that will be generated by the 
fee increase from $5 to $15. He further stated that he would confirm this with Mr. Glaser. 

Chairman Suffredin inquired as to the existence of an election package, requested by the Clerk, that is 
awaiting passage for the first week of January and that addresses several clean-up issues relating to early 
voting. Mr. Morrill confirmed the existence of this package, and noted that it is Senate Bill 1445. 
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Mr. Morrill next presented an overview of the following bills that the Board supported but that did not 
pass: HB 339, HB 2416, SB 51, SB 204, SB 530, SB 1445, SB 1622, SB 1683, SB 1696 and SB 1697. 
(These bills are detailed in the “End-of-Session Report to the Cook County Board and President on the 
94th General Assembly 2005 Regular Session .”! 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the County may no longer want to pursue the passage of SB 51, which 
relates to the Cook County TB Sanitarium District, because Dr. Martin is now on the Board and, also, 
because a cooperative arrangement with the Cook County Department of Public Health has recently been 
established. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether Senator Harmon would have any desire to reintroduce this bill 
if the County no longer desired to pursue it. Mr. Morrill replied in the negative. 

In response to Vice Chairman Silvestri’s request for clarification of SB 1445, Chairman Suffredin stated 
that this bill now addresses only absentee voting and early voting. 

Mr. Morrill clarified that while SB 1622 did not pass, the concept of the bill passed on another bill. 

Mr. Morrill noted that no bills passed to which the Board opposed. 

Mr. Morrill summarized the following bills that the Board opposed and which did not pass either House: 
HB 644, SB 761 and SB 1727. (These bills are detailed in the submitted, “End-of-Session Report to the 
Cook County Board and President on the 94th General Assembly 2005 Regular Session .”! 

Vice Chairman Silvestri inquired whether the Board should expect SB 1727 to return. Mr. Morrill replied 
in the affirmative. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri noted that it is his understanding that the leadership in the House is not 
supportive of this Bill. Mr. Morrill agreed. 

Mr. Morrill commented on two additional issues: 1) regarding the Illinois First Grant, just before the 
Veto Session the Governor released a $12 million Forest Preserve District Grant that had been awarded 
during the George Ryan administration; and 2) the Assessor plans to run legislation next Spring to make 
permanent the “7% solution.” 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to when the grant money is due to be released. Mr. Morrill replied that 
he did not know the answer to this. 

Chairman Suffredin replied that the General Superintendent of the Forest Preserve District, Steven M. 
Bylina, Jr., notified the Board that the entire $12 million is currently in the Forest Preserve District 
Treasury. Commissioner Peraica voiced concern that it is his understanding that the Treasury possesses 
only partial payment of this grant. Mr. Morrill stated that he would obtain this information and report 
back to the Board. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the Committee will be holding a hearing at which the Assessor will 
present his case. The Committee will draft a resolution. 
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Chairman Suffredin delivered remarks on three additional issues. The Ethics Reform Bill passed the 
House and is currently in the Senate. This hill has implications for members of both the Cook County 
Board and the Pension Board. The Republican leader, Representative Cross, has put forth a bill which 
seeks to transfer to the Chief Judge the power over the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center. The Chief 
Judge currently has power over all other fifteen Illinois juvenile detention centers. Chairman Suffredin 
stated that he expects a number of bills to be put forth on this issue, and that the Committee should focus 
on forming a consensus regarding legislation recommendations. Chairman Suffredin stated that he 
expects the State to pass a capital program which will involve state matching funds of the federal funds 
being supplied as part of the Federal Transportation Bill. He asked Mr. Casey to determine whether there 
are any County highway projects that would qualify. 

Mr. Casey stated that he would speak with Wally S. Kos, P.E., Superintendent of Highways, more 
extensively to determine what funding is available. Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the duration of 
the projects. Chairman Suffredin replied that the projects will most likely take longer than one year but 
not as long as five years. Metra, Pace and the CTA are also pursuing grants. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Daley. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

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Ms. Harder stated that 77 pins are for purchase over-the-counter. These were previously requested but 
were subsequently vacated.

The above enumerated parcels have been approved by the municipal resolution set forth 
herein. 

These parcels will be used by the Village of Steger as a first-response facility containing both 
ambulance and fire department vehicles for early response to the emergencies within the 
Village of Steger and the agreements calling for assistance by neighboring villages.

The City of Chicago respectfully requests permission to offer a no cash bid to acquire in the 
2005 Scavenger Sale on the submitted list of tax-delinquent parcels. 

Referred to the Tax Delinquency Subcommittee on 11/15/05. 

Ms. Harder elaborated on the Department’s recommendations regarding this application. These 
recommendations are also contained in the Department’s Report. Out of the total number of pins, the 
Department recommends 391 for the 2005 Scavenger Sale. 299 other pins have liens; they are not 
recommended for no cash bid at the 2005 Scavenger Sale. 56 other pins are not recommended for no cash 
bid because, according to the City’s application, the properties are either occupied-commercial or 
occupied-residential buildings or are owned by the City of Chicago. 

Ms. Linda D. Granderson, Deputy Commissioner, Department of Planning and Development, Real Estate 
Services, City of Chicago stated that she hopes that these properties can be put back on the tax roll; some 
properties will be devoted to affordable housing, and others to redevelopment. 

Chainnan Sims noted that the City is holding a meeting at this time, and that it is her understanding from 
Ms. Granderson that once the City’s meeting is finished, Ms. Granderson will deliver to her a copy of the 
City’s Resolution. 

Chairman Sims noted that this morning she received a compact disk that contains the pins for the prior 
acquisitions on behalf of the City through the no cash bids. This compact disk pertains to the Tax 
Reactivation Project. She suggested that a meeting be held in the future to discuss this disk. 

Commissioner Collins suggested that the Committee re-examine the State statute as it pertains to 
scavenger sales. 

Chairman Sims suggested that another area for review would be when a developer purchases a County 
property and sells the certificate without ever having gone to deed on the property, thereby leaving the tax 
burden on the purchaser. 

Commissioner Peraica suggested that the County track the municipalities to determine that they have 
fulfilled their commitment to the County. 

Commissioner Moreno voiced his agreement with the concerns of Commissioners Peraica and Collins. 
He added the following additional concerns regarding “sweetheart deals” and mega-developments, 
delinquent taxes should be recouped by the County. Recipients need to be monitored to be certain that 
they are utilizing exemptions for appropriate purposes. Statutes need to be written to prevent vacant lots 
from being hoarded. 
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Commissioner Butler stated that collaboration with the City of Chicago will be crucial in the pursuit of 
refonning this issue. 

At Chairman Sims request, Ms. Granderson agreed to call Chairman Sim’s office with a contact person 
from the City’s Corporation Counsel’s Office in order to set up a meeting in early 2006. 

Commissioner Collins stated that she thinks that municipalities, in addition to the City of Chicago, should 
be included as part of any ordinance that the County drafts. 

Commissioner Butler, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved the approval of Communication 
No. 274180, as amended, on the condition of receipt of the Resolution from the City of Chicago 
before the Board meeting of December 6, 2005. (391 pin’s are recommended for approval at the 
2005 scavenger sale; 299 pin’s with liens are not recommended for no cash bids at the 2005 
scavenger sale; 56 pin’s are not recommended for no cash bids because they are either occupied 
commercial or residential buildings or owned by the City of Chicago; and 18 pin’s were withdrawn 
from the application.) The motion carried. 

Commissioner Peraica voted present. 

274181 CITY OF HARVEY (NO CASH BID REQUEST). Transmitting a Communication from 
Deborah Sims, Chainnan, Tax Delinquency Subcommittee, submitting a request from Eric J. 
Kellogg, Mayor, City of Harvey. 

The City of Harvey is hereby submitting a no cash bid application for scavenger sale bids. 
There are no third party requesters. Redevelopment will benefit the City with new tax 
revenue, new construction, and new economic activity. The City will retain legal counsel, 
obtain tax deeds and pay all acquisition costs. The City will report as required to the Cook 
County Office of Economic Development annually from the date of sale on each parcel for 
five years or until the development is completed, whichever occurs last. 

Project Summary: 

This no cash bid request is the first step of a citywide effort for redevelopment of abandoned 
tax-delinquent parcels. Most parcels are residential vacant lot suitable for new residual 
construction primarily for single-family homes. Some are vacant commercial lots. Some 
have abandoned houses, garages or commercial buildings. There is one vacant industrial lot 
and three lots that lie within a city street. 

This request is the result of the City’s comprehensive block by block survey of every parcel 
in Harvey to identify tax delinquent forfeited parcels for future redevelopment. The no cash 
bids at the upcoming scavenger sale give the City an efficient, cost effective way to acquire 
these long abandoned properties for redevelopment. The current status of these tax 
delinquent parcels is a serious hindrance to redevelopment. The many years of taxes due are 
often more than the market values. Owners may be deceased, may have moved away or 
refuse to take responsibility for the property. Speculators from previous scavenger sales with 
minimal bids as low as $250.00 control the selling of parcels, but do not take ownership, pay 
taxes or maintain the properties. With this program, the City can avoid these problems, 
obtain the parcels and present clear deeds to developers and, when needed, help them 
assemble adjacent parcels for a complete project. 
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The City has been a significant increase in developer investment and interest in Harvey in the 
past two years and is confident that by using this program we can facilitate new construction 
in coming years. We will issue requests for proposals in 2006 and expect to break ground on 
the first projects, likely new single-family homes. The City is committed to pay for costs to 
obtain deeds through 2006 and 2007. Under redevelopment agreements, the City will obtain 
reimbursement of our costs. In many cases the value of the land sold to developers will 
exceed our costs, providing revenue. 

Although the resolution has 1516 parcels, the City of Harvey will only be requesting 457 
parcels at this time due to the increased amount of liens and other legal issues associated with 
the additional parcels. 

Referred to the Tax Delinquency Subcommittee on 11/15/05. 

Ms. Harder recommended that 336 pins be approved for no cash bid at the scavenger sale. She 
commented that the remaining pins appear to be residential side yards which have been maintained. 
Some of them are fenced-in, may contain gardens and may have past ownership interest. If the City of 
Harvey were to transfer the deed in these cases, these pins should not be eligible for no cash bids; this is 
especially true if the owner has been in the chain of title. 28 pins contain liens or judgments from the City 
of Harvey or Cook County; these are not recommended for the scavenger sale. 66 pins are owned by the 
City of Harvey and appear to be occupied residential or commercial buildings and the Department of 
Planning and Development does not recommend no cash bids on these parcels. 

The Department of Planning and Development does recommend approval for the 28 pins with liens for 
over-the-counter after the scavenger sale in 2006. Of the 454 pins received, a number of the packages 
were submitted without complete documentation. The Department of Planning and Development is 
unable to verify the completeness of 23 of these pins. These pins are not recommended for processing; 
they are missing items and items whose eligibility the Department of Planning and Development was not 
able to verify. Four pins were withdrawn at the request of the City of Harvey. 

Chairman Sims noted that there is a correction to the agenda. The total number of pins being submitted 
for recommendation is 454. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the follow-up on these parcels. 

Ms. Harder replied that an annual report is filed with the County. 

Chairman Sims stated that she has provided to the Committee a list of the municipalities that have 
responded to the County. She stated that the Department of Planning and Development will be following 
up with those municipalities that have not responded. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired what sanction may be placed on the Village of Summit, which has not, 
for ten years, stated its intention with regard to seven parcels. 

Ms. Harder replied that the Ordinance states that the County Board may reject future requests. 
Commissioner Peraica asked how recently the Board has applied this sanction. 
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Ms. Harder replied that she could not recall an instance. 

Chairman Sims stated that a meeting is planned to address these concerns. 

Commissioner Peraica requested that Chairman Sims obtain guidance from the State’s Attorney’s Office 
in interpreting and applying the Ordinance. 

Chairman Sims agreed to provide this in written form at the next meeting. 

Randy Kemmer, Assistant State's Attorney, clarified in response to Commissioner Peraica’s inquiries that 
the only sanction in the Ordinance is the right of the Board and the Tax Delinquency Committee to deny 
future requests by a municipality. Additionally, in any case where a municipality fails to make a required 
payment pertaining to a no cash bid, the Board could pursue court action as it pertains to a broken 
contract. Both state statutes and County ordinance govern this process. 

Commissioner Butler requested that an examination of the City of Chicago’s laws be included in any 
written material submitted to the Committee. 

ASA Kemmer agreed to provide this infonnation to the Committee as well. 

Commissioner Moreno, seeonded by Commissioner Butler, moved the approval of Communication 
No. 274181, as amended (336 pin’s are recommended for approval of a no cash bid at the 2005 
scavenger sale; 28 pin’s with liens are recommended for processing for over-the-counter in 2006; 66 
pin’s are not recommended for no cash bids because they are either occupied residential or 
commercial buildings or owned by the City of Harvey; 23 pin’s have incomplete packages and are 
not recommended for processing at this time and four pin’s were withdrawn at the request of the 
City of Harvey). The motion carried. 

Commissioner Moreno moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Butler. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

PRESIDENT OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


WHEREAS, 22,671 Cook County residents are known to be living with HIV disease, and 3,010 of these 
cases reside in Suburban Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, despite focused prevention efforts, the number of Cook County living HIV cases is 
doubling roughly every five years, and neither federal care nor prevention resources have kept pace with 
this growth; and 

WHEREAS, the federal Ryan White Comprehensive AIDS Resources Emergency (CARE) Act is a 
health care “safety net” Intended to fill gaps in public healthcare systems such as Medicaid, Medicare and 
the Veterans Administration, and to meet critical healthcare and support service needs of Cook County 
residents living with HIV who are low-income and/or uninsured; and 

WHEREAS, 77% of Illinois’ HIV disease cases reside in Cook County and Illinois and rely on over 
$70,000,000 in Ryan White CARE Act funding each year to provide an array of HIV-related healthcare, 
dental, mental health, substance abuse treatment, case management, medication reimbursement, legal 
assistance, housing, nutrition counseling, and other essential services for uninsured persons living with 
HIV disease; and 

WHEREAS, the most recent CARE Act authorization law expired on September 30, 2005, and Congress 
will soon consider new legislation to shape the future direction of CARE Act programs; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services (HHS) released a reauthorization 
proposal in July of 2005, that, if enacted, would severely reduce CARE Act funding for Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, one of the provisions in the proposal requires funding fonnulas beginning in FY 2007 to 
include the number of HIV cases, but the U.S. government has refused to accept data from Illinois 
because it has collected HIV case reports by code, an option given to states in 1999; and 
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WHEREAS, on January 1, 2006, Illinois will begin collecting and reporting cases of HIV by name, the 
federal government’s preferred method, but health care providers will need additional time to report the 
names of Illinois’ 13,546 HIV infection cases, so that these cases, 47% of Illinois’ living HIV/AIDS 
cases, can be counted toward funding formula allocations; and 

WHEREAS, other provisions recommended by HHS would result in dramatic funding reductions for 
urban and suburban Cook County AIDS-related services and reduce already strained AIDS-related 
healthcare and essential services facing a growing epidemic. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS, that we urge the Congress of the United States to enact legislation retaining the 
current "hold-harmless" provisions of the 2000 Ryan White CARE Act reauthorization, which protects 
jurisdictions from large, destabilizing reductions in funding; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we urge Congress to use scientifically-derived estimates of the 
number of people living with HIV/AIDS in U.S. jurisdictions for funding distribution purposes until HIV 
surveillance systems are sufficiently accurate and complete across the nation to fairly base funding 
decisions; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we urge Congress to retain provisions for local community 
planning to ensure the most responsive, cost-effective use of resourees to address the most critical unmet 
needs for healthcare and other essential social support services for uninsured persons living with HIV 
disease; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that eopies of this Resolution be delivered to the President Pro 
Tempore of the U.S. Senate, the Speaker of the U.S. House of Representatives, the Secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services, the U.S. Senators from Illinois, and each U.S. Congressional 
Member representing Cook County.

WHEREAS, the Illinois Judges Association, the Illinois State Bar Association and the Chicago Bar 
Association all concur with the fact that there is a dire need to secure consistent, adequate funding from 
the State of Illinois for the Cook County court system; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois is way behind the rest of the nation to ensure appropriate funding for its court 
system and more than thirty other states have figured out how to make this a reality; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that the State of Illinois finds a solution to address this funding inadequacy; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 1964, Illinois created a unified state court system that abolished the municipal court 
system; prior to this change, each municipality, including Chicago, operated and funded its own court 
system; and 

WHEREAS, as a result of that change. Cook County Government today operates one of the largest court 
systems in the world with more than 300 courtrooms and 1.7 million cases filed annually; and 

WHEREAS, when this change occurred, the state provided little in terms of financial resources; this 
resulted in counties being completely on their own to fund the court system, making it likely one of the 
largest unfunded mandates in the history of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Judges Association’s latest effort focuses on convincing the state that funding 
the court system would allow for a “modem and efficient” court system fair to all its citizens and is a 
“necessary step to maintain the judiciary as an independent branch of government;” and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Judges Association argues that in many counties throughout Illinois, one murder 
trial can easily absorb the courts allocated resources for that year; in the case of Cook County, annual 
spending on the court system exceeds $600 million dollars, with more than $170 million appropriated to 
the Chief Judge’s office. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the County of Cook, on behalf of its more than five 
million residents, does hereby appeal to the State of Illinois to provide consistent and adequate funding 
for the operation of the court system; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to State of Illinois 
Governor, Rod Blagojevich to heighten awareness about this funding inadequacy.
